WILMINGTON — At 
Monday night’s Board of 
Selectmen meeting, they 
began with status reports 
and updates before they 
received communications, 
discussed setting designee 
terms, and approved vari- 
ous requests for contracts 
or town spaces. 

Board of Health Director 
Shelly Newhouse shared 
that there were currently 
only nine COVID-19 posi- 
tive cases in town, with 30 
residents in quarantine. 
She also said that 50 per- 
cent of the town had been 
fully vaccinated and she 
expects that to keep going 
up. She recommended any- 
one ages 12 and older to 
get vaccinated and named 
walk-in locations like Tar- 
get, CVS Pharmacy, and La- 
hey clinic in Burlington. 

With COVID restrictions 
about to be lifted on May 
29, she named a few mask 
exceptions like in school, 
healthcare settings, public 
transit, and congregate 
care settings. 

“Any businesses in town 
that want to keep that mask 
order in effect, I fully sup- 
port them,” she continued. 
“Anyone that is uncom- 
fortable or not ready yet, 
keep wearing your mask.” 

She also mentioned that 
the state of emergency will 
be ending on June 15, 
which may impact restau- 
rants’ ability to use outdoor 
seating unless an extension 
is made. 

The board appreciated 
the health department’s ef- 
forts and communication. 
Greg Bendel asked. whe- 
ther the town would also be 
lifting the local state of 
emergency. Town Manager 
Jeff Hull recommended 
putting an item to do just 
that on the agenda for their 
June 14 meeting. 

The next appointment 
was with Director Mike 
Woods and Business and 
Utility Manager Joseph Lo- 
bao of the Department of 
Public Works, who shared 
that Wilmington had re- 
ceived a Public Water Sys- 
tem Award in Outstanding 
Performance and Achieve- 
ment for 2021. 

Lobao explained that the 
requirements for this award 
were compliance with all 
regulations in 2020 and no 
enforcements from the last 
five years. This would re- 
flect the results of thou- 
sands of samples submitted 
on time that fell below the 
maximum contaminant le- 
vel. 

He said that Wilmington 
has received this same 
award in 2007 and other 
awards in 2015 and 2018 for 
water conservation and ef- 
ficiency. Lobao also recog- 
nized the guys working in 
the field who made this

celebrates 150th anniversary

WILMINGTON — The 
Wilmington Memorial Li- 
brary is celebrating its 
150th anniversary this 
year in a series of com- 
munity events, beginning 
with a rededication of 
the building and ending 
with the annual Summer 
Bash. 

Looking back at the li- 
brary’s history, the Wil- 
mington Public Library 
opened on July 1, 1871 in 
the Old Town Hall — now 
the Wilmington Arts Cen- 
ter. It was approved by 
resident support at the 
Town Meeting earlier 
that year. 

The next location for the 
library was at the current 
4th of July building, start- 
ing in 1890. Then, in 1962, 
residents moved to pur- 
chase the land where the 
library is now, and the 
current building opened 
as the memorial library 
in 1969. 

Despite support for a 
new building in 2002, the 


$550,000 procured by 
Town Meeting that year 
was later overturned at a 
special Town Meeting. 
There was also a $3.4 
million grant received in 
2005 for a new library 
that was forfeited when 
voters rejected the town 
paying the rest’ of the 
cost for the building. 

Since then, the building 
has only seen renovation 
improvements, mostly 
paid for by donations, In 
the last six years, they’ve 
used trusted funds to cre- 
ate new meeting rooms 
and an outdoor seating 
area. 

Without the ability to 
change their building 
space, the library has 
been able to change their 
focus in order to better 
meet the needs of the 
town. A major part of this 
was getting on the inter- 
net. 

“Many thought the in- 
ternet would replace li- 
braries but in reality it 
allowed librarians to ex- 
pand its services,” said 
Library Director Tina 


Stewart. 

The internet especially 
helped the library to keep 
up with offering digital 
downloads, programs, 
and curbside service dur- 
ing the global pandemic. 

It was in 2011 that the 
library began viewing 
their services as trans- 
formational instead of 
transactional. Previously 
just trading books, the 
library expanded to cre- 
ate programs and experi- 
ences for guests. They 
began collaborating with 
other organizations in 
town and grew their 
offerings further from 
there. 

To Stewart, this dis- 
played how the library is 
adaptable and flexible 
according to ever-chang- 
ing demands. 

“The public library is 
no longer just a storage 
space. It has become a 
gathering space support- 
ing community engage- 
ment and learning not 
only through books but 
also through experien-

Selectmen and town manager 
contract negotiations

WILMINGTON — The 
matter of negotiating a 
new contract with Town 
Manager Jeff Hull 
brought tension during 
the Board of Selectmen 
meeting on Monday night 
during communications 
and public comments. 

Typically, the town ma- 
nager is the one who 
reads the communica- 
tions, and as he began to 
read the first of a string 
of letters from residents 
writing ‘to share their 
opinions, Selectman Gary 
DePalma asked if the 
meeting might go into ex- 
ecutive session at that 
time. 

DePalma went on to 
say that he’d prefer to 
keep the items that were 
related to the discussion 
for executive session la- 
ter in the night for that 
space. Greg Bendel said

that he would reject this 
motion given that resi- 
dents were in the audi- 
ence waiting to speak on 
certain items further 
down in the agenda. 

Chairman Lilia Maselli 
established that the meet- 
ing agenda was meant to 
show executive session 
would be after all other 
meeting items. She also 
explained that the seven 
related letters were writ- 
ten with the intent to be 
recorded during the open 
meeting. 

O’Mahony tried to make 
a motion to have the let- 
ters taken as written 
without being read verba- 
tim, and in order to do 
that, DePalma removed 
his motion. Per a sugges- 
tion from Bendel, she 
amended her motion to 
say that the town manag- 
er may reference the 
name of the senders and 
summarize the letters. 

This motion was ap-

proved. 

Therefore; Hull sum- 
marized the letters from 
residents George Allen, 
Theresa Manganelli, Deb- 
ra Russo, and Pamela 
MacKenzie, along with 
town employees John 
O’Neil, Karen Campbell, 
and Christine Touma- 
Conway stating their 
preference to pursue re- 
newing the contract with 
Hull. 

The only comment from 
the board came from 
Kevin Caira, who refer- 
enced a statement made 
in the letter from Man- 
ganelli. He quoted the let- 
ter, where it was written 
that the board wanted to 
interview other appli- 
cants. 

“I. do not want to do 
that; I want to go into 
negotiation to try to work 
up a new deal with the 
town manager,” Caira 
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She also said that the 
library helps people get 
involved in their commu- 
nity. 

It's only fitting that the 
library would be hosting 
programs to get the com- 
munity involved as they 
celebrate the 150th an- 
niversary, the first being 
a rededication of the li- 
brary building. It’s cur- 
rently dedicated to four 
Wilmington soldiers who 
were killed in the Viet- 
nam War — John A. 
Rich, John J. Fullerton 
Jr., Robert W. Parent, 
and Richard W. Welch. 

On Sunday, May 30 at 
12 p.m., the building will 
be rededicated to these 
four and to all of Wil- 
mington’s fallen war he- 
roes from the past 150 
years. The new plaque 
will be placed outside the 
building after the dedica- 
tion ceremony. 

Several of their anni- 
versary events follow a 
theme of 150. 150 yard 
signs with the anniver- 
sary logo will be given 
out to residents in the 


month of June. The first 
150 kids to sign up for 
summer reading will re- 
ceive a celebratory hat. 
The last 150-themed event 
is a drawing for a $150 
restaurant gift card for 
anyone who signs up or 
renews. their member- 
ship by June 30. Resi- 
dents can stop by the 
WML in person in order 
to participate. 

Other events will in- 
clude Wilmington Reads, 
asking residents to read 
The Great Gatsby and 
attend any of a week’s 
worth of events from 
book discussions to jazz 
concerts on the Swain 
Green, They’re also go- 
ing to invite kids in town 
to participate in a color- 
ing contest of the 150th 
celebration logo. 

The last event to cele- 
brate the library’s anni- 
versary will be the annu- 
al End of Summer Bash 
on the Swain Green on 
Friday, Aug. 13, which 
boasts of music, games, 
food trucks, and cookies.

SUPREME COURT 
SETS LIMITS ON 
STATE INCOME 
TAXATION OF TRUSTS 


The U.S. Supreme Court has issued a unanimous 
decision holding that a trust is not subject to fiduciary 
income tax in a state where the trust’s only contacts to 
the state are the presence of discretionary beneficiaries. 

A New York resident created a trust in New York and 
named a New York resident as trustee. The trustee had 
the absolute discretion to distribute (or not distribute) 
the trust’s assets to the beneficiaries of the trust. After 
one of the beneficiaries moved to North Carolina, the 
trustee divided the trust into three separate subtrusts, 
one of which was for the benefit of the North Carolina 


resident and her children. 


The trustee, the assets and the administration of the 
trust remained outside of North Carolina. The trust’s 
only contact to North Carolina was the residency of the 
discretionary beneficiaries, who did not have a right to 
demand the distribution of trust income, and no trust 
income was distributed to the beneficiaries during the 


relevant time period. 


North Carolina’s trust income tax statute imposes a 
tax on any trust income that “is for the benefit of” a 
North Carolina resident. Applying this statute, North 
Carolina assessed an income tax on the undistributed 
income of the trust based solely on the residence of the 


beneficiaries. 


The Supreme Court concluded that the presence of in- 
state discretionary beneficiaries alone does not give a 
state the power to tax undistributed trust income when 
the beneficiaries have no right to demand the income, 
have not received it, and may never receive it.

The Town of Wilmington will be selectively spraying herbicides along roadsides 
within Town owned Rights of Way, pursuant to 333 CMR 11.05-11.07 Rights of Way 
Management, as defined in the Town’s five-year Vegetation Management Plan 
(VMP) for 2020-2024 and Yearly Operations Plan (YOP) for 2021. This treatment is 
conducted as a component of an integrated vegetation management program which 
also utilizes mechanical and natural control techniques to control roadside weeds 


and invasive vegetation. 


Foliar treatments and cut stump applications using herbicides approved for use near 
sensitive areas will take place between June 1, 2021 and October 22, 2021. The 
exact time is dependent upon weather conditions and field crew availability. 
Treatments will be made by Wilmington DPW licensed / certified applicators using 
the herbicides listed in the Yearly Operations Plan, as referenced on the Wilmington

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Summer learning not simple — 
parent example may be key

After a crazy year, 
many students are facing 
a summer which seems 
to be somewhat more 
normal than last year 
when the pandemic was 
racing across the United 
States and Massachu- 
setts specifically. All edu- 
eators point to the need 
for some solid education- 
al programs to be offered 
to assist and recover 
learning lost for students, 
while many social-emo- 
tional health profession- 
als point to the need for 
some relaxed time for 
students as well.

learned over the year 
during the summer. Re- 
searchers say only four 
percent of the variation 
of summer learning loss 
is explained by a stu- 
dents’ race/ethnicity and 
socioeconomic status. 

Allison Atteberry of the 
University of Colorado 
and Andrew McEachin of 
the Rand Corp. say that 
what is causing most of 
the variations are “un- 
known reasons” as they 
add “further research is 
needed to pinpoint the 
role of families’ econom- 
ic capital, time with chil- 
dren, parenting skills and 
expectations over the 
summer.” 

One of the other issues 
pointed out in the re- 
search of the above scho- 
lars is that “students 


. with extensive learning 


loss over a summer tend- 
ed to continue that pat- 
tern year after year.” 
The researchers also 
point out the need for 
high quality summer pro- 
grams with their com- 
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ment that “research is 
only beginning to identi- 
fy the key characteristics 
of effective programs.” 
One of the suspicions by 
some research folks and 
educators is that young 
children often follow the 
good and bad habits of 
parents with reading at 
home by mom and dad 
setting a good practice to 
follow. Reading skill is 
such an important part of 
successful living and 
learning in all of our 
complicated lives.

The dairy case, if it can 
be called that any longer, 
has exploded with a huge 
variety of non-dairy bev- 
erages.

This sprawling estate was 
built for textile manufac- 
turer Moses Tyler Stevens 
in 1886. Stevens was not on- 
ly a successful business- 
man, but also served as a 
member in the Massachu- 
setts State Congress and 
the U.S, Congress. 

Stevens held office in the 
Massachusetts House of 
Representatives in 1861, 
then the Massachusetts 
Senate in 1868. He eventu- 
ally became a member of 
the U.S. Congress in 1891, 
where he sat on the House 
Ways and Means Commit- 
tee. 

Because he was born 
and raised in North Ando- 
ver, Stevens appreciated 
the peaceful beauty of his 
surroundings, and wanted 
to have a way to share his 
love for the natural beau- 
ty of his home town. 

The estate features a mag- 
nificent Victorian styled 
mansion inspired by the 
Aesthetic Design Move- 
ment of the late 1800's. 
Stevens purposely created 
this estate with vast. gar- 
den areas to hold garden 
parties and events that 
would accommodate hun- 
dreds of guests from both 
his business world and the 
political arena in which 
he traveled. 

Since the death of Moses 
Stevens in 1907, his exten- 
sive property has been 
saved from development 
twice. The first time was 


nut, soy and oat milks are 
commanding more and 
more real estate on store 
shelves.

in 1951 when Stevens’ heirs 
donated the property to 
Boston University to avoid 
the destruction of the es- 
tate for development.

By the early 1990’s, Bos- 
ton University had decid- 
ed to tap into the equity of 
the Stevens Estate’s real 
estate value and sell the 
land to a developer to be 
used for a housing devel- 
opment. The Town of North 
Andover realized the his- 
toric significance of the 
Stevens Estate, and step- 
ped in to purchase the land 
in 1995. 

The Stevens Estate at 
Osgood Hill was listed on 
the National Register of 
Historical Places in 1999, 
and today is still owned by 
the Town of North Andover. 

Because the Estate was 
originally designed with 
the purpose of outdoor en- 
tertaining for large groups 
of people, the Town of 
North Andover decided to 
maintain the estate as a 
rental venue for weddings, 
proms and special events. 
All profits from event ren- 
tals are reinvested into 
the Stevens Estate for pre- 
servation and restoration 
projects for the estate.

tarian, vegetarian or just 
experimenting, it seems 
the shift is here to stay. 

And..while the. liquid 
milk alternative is king, 
large gains are also being 
made in alternative but- 
ters, yogurts, ice creams 
and cheeses. An interest- 
ing side note: plant-based 
milks, called alterna- 
milks, are shelf-stable, 
but marketers seek re- 
frigerated case space in 
order to directly compete 
with dairy. 

When these milks moved 
from Tetra-Paks in the 
baking aisle to half gal- 
lon containers in the dai- 
ry case, sales skyrocket- 
ed. 

The comparisons of the 
different milk alternative 
products should be consid- 
ered based on one’s own 
dietary goals and/or re- 
strictions.

A look back at the 2001 Boys Tennis season 


Twenty years ago, the Wildcats made some program history

years. As a result, Zella 
received recognition as 
the 2015 “Bay State 
League Coach of the 
Year,” as well as four-time 
runner-up honors in 2009, 
2010, 2016, and 2017. 

As if the countless hours 
devoted to coaching aren’t 
enough, Zella also finds 
time to participate in the 
sport that has consumed 
much of his forty-four 
years. 

“I currently play pickup 
games on Saturdays in 
North Andover, Snap-Lax 
in Wilmington, and with 
the North Shore Men’s 
Lacrosse Club,” — said 
Zella, who is often up at 
the crack of dawn or out 
well into the night to fit it 


all in. 

“l’ve always competed 
for one league or another 
since I got out of college, 
including the Brine Team, 
Team Shocker, Boston 
Crabs, Megamen, Atlantic 
Sportswear, Connecticut 
Valley Lacrosse Club, and 
the Boston Box Lacrosse 
League. All of these were 
post-collegiate high-cal- 
iber elite club leagues.” 

In 2012, Zella saw a need 
for off-season lacrosse 
and established the 
Beantown Summer 
Lacrosse League. As the 
founder, co-owner, direc- 
tor, and coach, Zella is 
quite proud of this popular 
enterprise.

Last week we re-started 
out ‘Legendary Coaches’ 
series, starting the spring 
season off with former 
TMHS Baseball coach 
Ron Drouin. This week we 
focus on former softball 


coach Leo DiRocco, who — 


retired after the 2017 sea- 
son with what’s believed 
to be the most career wins 
(385) out of any coach in a 
single sport in TMHS 
Athletics history. 

Below is the story of 
when he won No. 300th, 
coming back in the May 
16th, 2012 issue of the 
Town Crier.

TEWKSBURY - He cer- 
tainly doesn’t remember 
them all, but he'll 
remember this one. 

Last Wednesday night, 
Leo DiRocco was mobbed 
by his team and many 
alumni players after win- 
ning his 300th game as 
the head coach of the 
Tewksbury Memorial 
High School Softball 
team. 

Now in his 28rd year at 
the helm, ‘Doc’ has had 
quite the ride from 
behind the bench. His 
career started in 1990, 
when the Redmen started 
out 4-2, only to have its 
starting pitcher Joanne 
McNamara get hurt and 
the team struggled the 
rest of the way and fell 
short of the post-season. 
The following six years 
the team continued. to 
struggle and missed out 
on the playoffs, and it 
wasn’t until the magical 
year of 1997 when the 
team finished 12-10 over- 
all and advanced to the 
state tournament. Ever 
since that season, the 
team has not missed a 
state tournament appear- 
ance, as Wednesday’s 13-1 
win over Andover made it 
16 straight years of quali- 
fying, which means a 
whole lot of wins - 255 to 
be exact. 


During the past 16 
years, the team has won 
nine league champi- 


onship titles, the first four 
coming as a member of 
the MVC Small School 
Division before reeling 
off five in a row from 2005 
to 2009, becoming the 
first and only program to 
accomplish that feat in 
league history. Two days 
after winning that 300th 
game, Tewksbury _ suf- 
fered a tough extra inning 
loss to Methuen which 
eliminated the team from 
grabbing a piece of the 
league title this year. But 
a win here or a loss here, 
doesn’t reflect what 
DiRocco has done with 
this program - making it 
a winning program each 
and every year.

him and it's pretty cool to 
have been a part of it 
both on the field, as well 
as witnessing number 300 
as a fan,” said Kelly 
Boyle, a four-year short- 
stop who went on to play 
four more years of soft- 
ball at Sienna University 
in New York. 

“As both a coach and a 
person I can tell you that 
he cares about each play- 
er on that team both on 
and off the field and that 
goes beyond just the four 
years while with him,” 
added Boyle. “Players 
are more than just play- 
ers to him. He really 
cares about them as peo- 
ple too, which isn't 
always something you 
can find in a coach. Doc 
is a very level headed, 
modest coach and per- 
son. He coaches because 
he loves it and he defi- 
nitely isn't there for the 
recognition. In fact I've 
seen and spoken to him in 
recent weeks and all he 
talked about was the girls 
this and the girls that and 
how well they were all 
doing this season. At no 
point did he mention to 
me that he was on his 
was to this unbelievable 
milestone in his coaching 
career. I only found out 
from (assistant coach) 
Todd (DiRocco) who 
called me the day before. 
That speaks for itself as 
to the type of person and 
coach he is. 

“It's all about the team 
to Doc. That's one thing 
he teaches every player 


that goes through the pro- ° 


gram -- that it takes a 
whole team and there is 
no one player above the 
team and he holds that to 
be true to himself as 
well.” 

Kelly Boyle is one of the 
many talented players 
who have gone through 
the system since Doc 
started out in 1990. That 


year, the team was 
blessed with girls like 
McNamara and Leigh 
Ann Fowler. But that 
year, 1990, McNamara got 
hurt and Becky Boyle (no 
relation) became the new 
pitcher having no experi- 
ence whatsoever. 

“When we first started, I 
remember we only had 
one pitcher,” said 
DiRocco. “The first -ques- 
tion when I went for the 
job - Iremember there 
were five people on the 
(voting) board -- was 
‘what would happen if 
you lost your starting 
pitcher? Well eight 
games into the season, 
don’t we lose our pitcher 
and we were 6-1 or some- 
thing like that at the time 
and we didn’t end up 
going to the state tourna- 
ment.” 

That unlikely scenario 
has happened this year. 
After starting out 7-1, 
sophomore pitcher 
Shannon McLaughlin was 
lost for the season after 
and injury and now the 
team has gone to its mid- 
dle infield tandem - 
arguably the best since 
Boyle and Lauren Welch - 
- Tiffanie Marsh and 
Brooke Hardy to take 
over the pitching duties — 
again with no experience. 

“We don’t like to single 
anyone out, but after that 
(first season in 1990) we 
started to fill in and we 
got a first baseman, a 
shortstop and a catcher 
and we could start doing 
some things and that was 
part of it,” Doc said elud- 
ing to the fact that a team 
needs more than just a 
pitcher to be successful. 
“That was the building 
parts and you had work 
around that. Then it 
mushroomed a little bit 
and we really didn’t get a 
lot of pitching in our sys- 
tem and then all of a sud- 
den eight years later we 


had four great pitchers 
come in right after one 
another. We just so many 
kids, it was numerous 
amount of kids who would 
just step up.” 

So true. 

After those first few 
years, Tewksbury started 
to come around. Players 
like Jennie Lightfoot, Sue 
Perkins and Leslie 
Dobbins put on the uni- 
form, as did a very talent- 
ed catcher named Holly 
Perrin, who tragically 
past away shortly after 
graduating from TMHS. 

“That was. very tough,” 
said Doc. “Inside of my 
rim, every year, it’s 
always penciled in “No. 4” 
for Holly.” 

Just a year after Perrin 
graduated, the softball 
program finished with a 
12-10 record in 1997 
behind the likes of cur- 
rent Hall of Famer Heidi 
Von Kahle and her first 
baseman Kim Anderson, 
both players who have 
come back to coach along 
side DiRocco. That was 
the start of something 
special as the team has 
reeled off double digit 
win totals every year, 
including two 20-win cam- 
paigns, the first in 2000 
and the second in 2006 (21 
wins) as both seasons the 
team fell in the Division 2 
North sectional final. 

“I’ve been lucky to have 
had so many good players 
over the years but at the 
same time you have to be 
able to put those great 
players together,” said 
DiRocco. “I try to get bal- 
ance. I don’t put the best 
five players up to the 
plate in a row; I try to 
have a lot of balance. 
There’s a lot of little 
things that people don’t 
know that you do to help 
bring a team together 
and things like that. I 
guess experience over the 
years has helped that.”

After Kelly Boyle and 
Amy Von Kahle led the 
team to its first sectional 
final appearance and a 
20-3 record in 2000, the 
winning continued. 
Tewksbury won at least 
13 games every year 
throughout the 2000-09 
decade which included 
winning five straight 
MVC Division 1 League 
Championship titles from 
2005-09, with a combined 
record of 94-20. 

“J was really proud of 
the kids when we won five 
straight MVC Division 1 
league titles,” said 
DiRoceo. “I don’t see 
another team doing that. 
Iknow that all records 
end up being broken, but 
that’s a very tough 
accomplishment to over- 
come. We don’t look at it 
as a record but I just 
know that it’s one heck of 
an accomplishment for a 
five-year period. I think 
we won nine titles out of 
ten years and there were 
four small school titles 
mixed in before the five 
large school ones.” 

Throughout that five- 
year run, and including 
the last few years, the 
team has had so many 
great players, and pitch- 
ers whether it’s been the 
two Von Kahles. Liz 
Mucica and Julie Carlino, 


Michaela ‘ Marche, 
Marissa Fiorentino, 
Lauren DiCredico and 
now Shannon 


McLaughlin, until she got 
hurt. There’s been play- 
ers like Danielle 
Delponte, Boyle, Welch 
and Ally Greene who 
have gone on to play at 
elite Division 1 and 
Division 2 college pro- 
grams all having tremen- 
dous success. Then 
there’s kids who worked 
their way through the sys- 
tem, played left field or 
second base or who hard- 
ly played at all, yet are 
still in Doc’s heart forev- 
er. And a handful of those 
players came back on 
Wednesday night to cele- 
brate the milestone with 
him. 

“It kind of didn’t hit me 
until the next day,” he 
said. “That night when I 
came off the field, the 
team was. so. excited 
about it and it was just 
great sharing it with the 
entire team, my family 
who was all here and we 
had some alumni players 
here, so it was just a fan- 
tastic night. You think 
about it a little later and I 
know it’s longevity, but 
we only did it in 23 years 
so we averaged a lot of 
wins there and that was 
after we started off a few 
years trying to build the 
program up. 

“You (Jamie Pote) knew 
(about the accomplish- 
ment) and Todd ended up 
telling the team after 
(win number 2999 
against) Chelmsford and 
besides that I didn’t think 
anyone else knew,” he 
said. “Then all of a sud- 


den, the entire Andover 
team knew about it and 
they were great congratu- 
lating me. Then I started 
to get a bunch of phone 
calls from people, so I’m 
not sure how everyone

found out but it certainly 
was a special night.” 

Two of the captains on 
this year’s team, echoed 
those comments, reflect- 
ing on how special the 
night was and certainly 
how unique the accom- 
plishment truly is. 

“We really wanted him 
to get his 300th win as 
soon as possible, so his 
299th win came against 
the Chelmsford Lions and 
I think that was a bigger 
accomplishment — than 
getting 300,” said center 
fielder Sheri Liggiero 
with a laugh. “So we tried 
to get as many alumni 
players as possible, we 
made posters and we had 
a pretty good crowd here. 
It actually looked like our 
Senior Night or a state 
tournament game 
because so many people 
were here for him.” 

Another captain, catch- 
er Lauren Teixeira. said 
that not only was 
Wednesday a game she’ll 
never forget but four 
years of playing for Doc 
is something she'll 
always cherish. 

“Tt’s an honor to play for 
him,” she said. “There’s 
going to be a time when 
he going to retire and his 
name will still be with 
this town, but not many 
people can say that they 
played for Doc and for me 
I’ve been very fortunate 
enough to have played for 
him for four years. It’s 
awesome and it’s just an 
absolute honor. He’s just 
such a great coach and 
person. He not only helps 
you as a coach and in 
games, but he helps you 
off the field as well. You 
go down to see him at 
school and he’s there and 
he’ll be there for you 
absolutely and forever 
and ever.” 

And enjoying not only 
the win number 300 with 
his son Todd, but all of 
the other wins together is 
something Leo will 
remember forever and 
ever. 

“The thing that sticks 
out is I have my son Todd 
with me,” said Leo. “I’m 
not knocking anyone, but 
when Todd’s with us ... 
he’s just such a great 
coach. He really is. The 
kids loves him. He can 
coach at any high school, 
anywhere. He coaches 
basketball and baseball 
and it means so much to 
me to have him here with 
me. I mean we take the 
losses home with us.” 

But there hasn’t been 
too many of those. In 23 
years as head coach Leo 
DiRocco has a record of 
300-173, a winning per- 
centage of .634 and com- 
ing out of the Merrimack 
Valley Conference, that’s 
very impressive numbers. 

“It's not often you find a 
coach who seems to enjoy 
what he does, and care 
about his players as much 
as Doc and I think 300 
wins is a great reflection 
of that,” said Kelly Boyle. 
“It's great for Doc and 
great for the program, he 
100 percent deserves it 
and deserves to get some 
recognition for his hard 
work over the years.”

BILLERICA -_ With 
three more wins this past 
week, with all of their 
games on their home 
field, the Shawsheen Tech 
Baseball team continued 
on their undefeated streak 
to start the season.

$23.5 million, 445 unit project 


Transit oriented housing 
project may reshape 
the area around 
transportation center 


BY PAT BLAIS 


For decades now, Woburn and Wilmington 
officials have plugged the reconstruction of a 
New Boston Street bridge as critical to refuel- 
ing the region’s already-humming economic 
engine. 

And with state transportation officials fi- 
nally ready to break ground on the $23.5 mil- 
lion project later this summer, one 
California-based developer hopes to be the first 
to reap the financial benefits from that major 
public construction effort. 

In early February, representatives from 
Fairfield Residential first presented to 
Woburn's City Council a proposal to construct 
a 445-unit housing complex on an approximate 
20-acre industrial site off of New Boston Street. 

Formerly the site of New England Resins, 
a chemicals, paints, and epoxy manufacturer 
and distributor, the 316 New Boston St. prop- 
erty sits at the end of a landlocked industrial 
district that can only be accessed through sec- 
ondary residential side streets in North 
Woburn and Wilmington. 

However, once the New Boston Street 
bridge is constructed - a development that will 


reestablish a key traffic connection between 
East and North Woburn that was lost in the 
early 1970s - the landlocked chemical plant 
will sit at the very gateway of a new four-lane 
traffic corridor leading to Anderson Regional 
Transportation Center, Woburn's Commerce 
Way corridor, and a quick and easy highway 
connection onto I-93 by the I-95 interchange. 

As Robb Hewitt, Fairfield Residential's vice 
president for development in New England told 
city officials during a meeting earlier this 
month, he is almost certain that millions of 
private investment dollars are about to be 
dumped into revitalizing the New Boston Street 
corridor. 

"The construction of the New Boston Street 
bridge is going to unlock the potential of the 
industrial park," said Hewitt during a hearing 
in City Hall on his firm's housing plans. 
"We're the only site in the overlay district on 
this side of the tracks, but we’ve heard from 
other people [who are also interested in rede- 
veloping properties there]." 

Fairfield Residential, a national developer 
with a regional New England office in Burling- 
ton, Mass., certainly isn't choosing the picture- 
perfect locale for a high-end apartment

complex. 

Besides sitting along the edge of an active 
railroad line, which is used by both MBTA 
commuter rail trains and Amtrak's 
Downeaster' service, the new housing will also 
be sandwiched between an old city landfill off 
of Merrimac Street to the west, portions of the 
Olin Chemical superfund site in Wilmington to 
the north, and the sprawling IndustriPlex Su- 
perfund site in Woburn to the south and east. 

However, Hewitt argued that those site 
characteristics can easily be overcome by es- 
tablishing an outdoor haven for future resi- 
dents on the acres of pollution-free land 
available at 316 New Boston St. proper. 

Those amenities, according to the housing 
specialist, would normally be hard to provide 
at a more traditional development site within 
well-established shopping and employment 
centers. 

"Because of the size and location of the in- 
dustrial parcel, we can have significantly more 
landscaping and open-space," Hewitt told the 

council. "Particularly over the past year, 
we've found our residents demanding access 
to. open-space in our communities. We saw 
that before COVID and we think it will con- 
tinue after it passes." 

Some of the amenities being considered 


for the new Woburn location, which will in- 
clude 356 one-and-two bedroom units and 
roughly 44 three-bedroom apartments, include: 

¢ A special outdoor dog park with a dedi- 
cated pet amenity building; 

e An outdoor pool and courtyard with 
gazebo covered sitting areas and grilling sta- 
tions; 

e Two other outdoor courtyards with green- 
spaces; 

e and interior game rooms and a fitness 
center. 

Based upon Fairfield Residential's current 
pricing estimates, should the City Council ap- 
prove the special permit request, the average 
studio apartment tenant would pay between 
$2,100 to $2,300 a month at the new develop- 
ment, where rent for a two-bedroom unit would 
be priced at $2,400 to $2,800 a month. 

Under the current iteration of the develop- 
ment plan, two buildings, each standing four- 
stories tall, will be constructed with attached 
courtyards. A total of 136 apartments will be 
included in those structures. 

A larger five-story building would house an- 
other 309 units, while various accessory build- 
ings and structures, including a pool and

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five-story parking garage, are also planned. 
According to the developer, the garage struc- 
ture will be situated directly along the railroad 
tracks to block out the sound of approaching 
trains. 

"We've done a number of developments 
along railroad tracks," said Hewitt, explaining 
that the design will also include sound-deaden- 
ing building materials. "A lot of times, that's 
just where the opportunities are [now for new 
developments]." 

Hewitt's firm is far from alone in banking 
on the New Boston Street bridge restoration's 
potential. 

Based upon a planning study commissioned 
by Woburn Mayor Scott Galvin in 2017, the iso- 
lated industrial corridor by the MBTA's Lowell 
Line commuter rail tracks is already a major 
jobs center with some 370 businesses employ- 
ing more than 5,000 people already in existence 
there. 

With those businesses flourishing despite 
the fact that workers are doomed to a cir- 
cuitous commute to their workplace through 
residential side streets, the new bridge is ex- 
pected to act as a major traffic relief valve. 

Officials from the Mass. Department of 
Transportation (MassDOT), expecting many 
New Boston Street workers to take a more di- 
rect route to and from 1-93 through East 
Woburn once the bridge is constructed, have 
suggested that as many as 17,000 vehicle trips 
on residential side streets in North Woburn and 
Wilmington could be eliminated each day as a 
result of the project.

Area Planning Commission (MAPC), after an- 
alyzing the potential benefits from the bridge 
project, suggested the New Boston Street cor- 
ridor could attract major investment dollars 
from high-tech manufacturing and bioscience 
corporations that are struggling to find new 
spaces within urban areas like Boston and 
Cambridge. 

"As the market for industrial real estate 
continues to tighten in the inner core of Boston, 
Woburn is well positioned to absorb businesses 
needing to relocate as long as it can maintain 
a reservoir of industrial real estate," MAPC of- 
ficials concluded in a 14-page report released 
in the summer of 2018. 

Woburn officials are awaiting the results of 
a peer-reviewed traffic study. 

More than a year ago now, city leaders also 
made clear that they wanted to freeze the con- 
struction of large-scale housing projects within 
the vicinity of Woburn's Commerce Way corri- 
dor. 

Specifically, back in January of 2020, 
Woburn's mayor filed legislation with the City 
Council that sought to amend the Commerce 
Way Corridor Overlay District (CWCOD) by 
adding a new 10-unit per acre cap on new res- 
idential developments. 

Prior the the council action in January, pe- 
titioners were allowed to pitch housing devel- 
opments with a density of between 25-to-40 
units per acre. 

The owner of the New England Resins site 
and a second area landlord managed to escape 
the imposition of those revised zoning rules by 
filing preliminary subdivision plans — which 

preserved their zoning rights under the previ- 
ous iteration of the CCWOD.

Reading’s CJ Hart is a USA 
Lacrosse Magazine All-Ameri- 
can 

CJ HART of Reading, 
along with another Massachu- 
setts native Griffin Shoemaker 
of Shirley, of the nationally- 
ranked Saint Anselm College 
men's lacrosse program 
picked up All-America honors 
from USA Lacrosse Maga- 
zine this week. 

Hart earned First Team 
All-America recognition while 
Shoemaker drew placement 
on the publication's Third 
Team All-America squad. The 
duo helped Saint Anselm 
make its first NCAA Division 
II postseason appearance in 
team history, win its first 
NCAA postseason game and 
rack up a program-record 15- 
game winning streak that 
spanned the 2020 and 2021 sea- 
sons. 

With their help, Saint 
Anselm posted a 13-2 overall 
record and was ranked as high 
as No. 8 in the United States 
Intercollegiate Lacrosse Asso- 
ciation's National Coaches' 
Poll. The Hawks played for a 
Northeast-10 Conference post- 
season championship for just 
the second time (2018, 2021) 
and claimed the team's first 
Northeast Division Regular 
Season Championship with an 


unblemished 10-0 record. 

Across.an outstanding sen- 
ior season on the Hilltop, Hart 
finished his season with a 13-2 
record and remains this sea- 
son's NCAA Division II leader 
in goals-against average (6.45) 
and save percentage (.627). He 
pitched first-half shutouts in 
three games this season and 
logged four double-digit save 
totals, including a career-high 
21 stops against No. 1 Le 
Moyne in the NE10 title game 
on May 8. 

The winningest goaltender 
in the team's single-season 
history, he is the owner of a 
career 17-4 record across 31 
career games on the Hilltop. 
Making 217 saves in his career, 
his 7.38 goals-against average 
ranks first in the team's pro- 
gram history and his .598 ca- 
reer save percentage is fourth 
all-time among backstops with 
at least 125 career saves. 

A 2017 graduate of Reading 
Memorial High School, Hart 
played ice hockey and lacrosse 
for the Rockets. Hart was part 
of two Middlesex League 
lacrosse champions and 
helped the team to a 55-7 over- 
all record as a starter, making 
three tournament appear- 
ances as a team. He was a 
three-year starter and a two- 
year captain for the Rockets in 
lacrosse. 


Division 1A tournament 
proponents will have their say 
to MIAA in June 

The Division 1A tourna- 
ments may still be put on hold 
for the next four years. But at 
least proponents for baseball 
and hockey were able to have 
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the MIAA Tournament Man- 
agement Committee revisit 
the topic. 

Although no action was 
taken at Monday’s meeting, 
that was held virtually, there 
was plenty of discussion on the 
topic among the TMC mem- 
bers. 

Still, at issue will be to 
maintain consistency, equity 
and Title IX compliance 
across all MIAA sports that 
may be the stumbling block. 
Upcoming, members of: the 
ice hockey and baseball com- 
mittees would be invited to 
speak to the TMC, which is 
scheduled to meet again June 
3 and June 22. 

The MIAA Board of Direc- 
tors had recently voted 16-0 to 
put a hold on the recent tour- 
nament management commit- 
tee vote that would have 
paused any 1A tournaments 
until at least the 2025-26 school 
year. The biggest issue in the 
proceedings were from mem- 
bers of the ice hockey commit- 
tee who claimed they were not 
given an opportunity to voice 
their concerns. The baseball 
committee submitted a letter 
to the board with a similar ar- 
gument. ° 

In case you missed it, due 
to the new statewide tourna- 
ment structure starting the 
fall of 2021, the Massachusetts 
Interscholastic Athletic Asso- 


ciation’s Tournament Manage- 
ment Committee voted 12-2 to 
eliminate the Division 1A, or 
Super 8 tournaments, for four 
years while they study four 
years of data under the new 
statewide tournament. The 
committee thought it was im- 
portant to start fresh under 
the new statewide format. The 
new tournament structure will 
include using power ratings 
rather than straight winning 
percentage. 

In a virtual meeting held 
Thursday, April 15, the MIAA 
accepted the proposal of the 
Blue Ribbon Committee to 
“not consider any applications 
for a 1A Tournament until July 
1, 2025, to ensure MIAA sport 
committees can support their 
applications with four years of 
data under the new statewide 
tournament structure starting 
in the fall 2021 season.” 

The statewide postseason 
format, which begins with the 
2021-22 school year, established 
criteria for how many divi- 
sions would be allowed in each 
sport, but also gave individual 
sport committees the option to 
request an additional division 
for events like the Super 8. 
Boys’ hockey has had a Divi- 
sion 1A tournament since 1991, 
and baseball started its in 
2014. 

At issue for this change 
was maintaining consistency, 


equity and. Title IX compli- 
ance across all MIAA sports.. 

Needless to say, the Massa- 
chusetts State Hockey 
Coaches Association was not 
happy with the decision and 
had. zero input into the 
process. 

The Super 8 was instituted 
for Massachusetts high school 
hockey in 1991. Before then, 
Catholic schools won every Di- 
vision 1 state title from 1979-90 
as well as winning in Division 
2 from 1986-90. Even at the 
“Super 8” level, just four public 
school teams have won the 
title in those 30 years — Read- 
ing (2008), Hingham (2010) 
and Arlington (2017, 2020 co- 
title). 

TMC chair Jim O’Leary 
(St. John’s Prep) and member 
Pam Gould (Sandwich) said 
the issues surrounding 1A 
tournaments were discussed 
throughout the-statewide tour- 
nament process, but ice 
hockey committee chair Dan 
Shine said none of its mem- 
bers were given any input into 
any committee meetings. 
Shine, also a member of the 
board of directors, said the ice 
hockey committee is willing to 
address blue ribbon and Title 
IX concerns, including ex- 
panding Division 1A to girls’ 
hockey. 

O’Leary and Gould both 
agreed that, as TMC mem- 
bers, they would be open to 
continuing 1A tournaments as- 
suming the equity issues were 
addressed. And that appears 
to be the stumbling block, or 
the selling point, for the propo- 
nents of 1A tournaments is 
trying to be consistent with 


every boy and girl athlete to 
be treated the same in the new 
state tournament.

The Northeastern Univer- 
sity baseball team, which 
pieced together a 20-game win 
streak late in the season 
(April 7-May 15), earned the 
No. 1 seed in the Colonial Ath- 
letic Association conference 
tournament in Wilmington, 
North Carolina. The Huskies 
received a first-round bye and 
will face the lowest remaining 
seed Thursday at 3 p.m. If 
they win the conference tour- 
ney, they’ll head to the Divi- 
sion 1 NCAA tournament once 
again. 

Reading’s COREY 
DILORETO, a 6-foot-4, 210- 
pound redshirt sophomore 
first baseman, remains one of 
the key players for the Huskies 
that feature seven Massachu- 
setts natives in their lineup. 
DiLoreto has started 24 games 
(he missed some due to a fa- 
cial injury) and is batting .284. 
He has 5 doubles, 1 homer and 
has driven in 14 runs.

happen, the water and dis- 
tribution operators who 
respond to all kinds of 
maintenance issues on a 
regular basis.

The board shared their 
support, with some cau- 
tion to work with the fire 
department to keep the 
farmers market family- 
friendly. 

In communications, Hull 
had sent a memorandum 
regarding the potential to 
set up either a process for 
asking board representa- 
tives and appointees if 
they want to continue ser- 
ving on various commit- 
tees or a set tenure. 

“When we’re doing the 
board reorganization after 
the election cycle is a good 
time to discuss vacan- 
cies,” said Jomarie O’Ma- 
hony. 

Bendel commented that 
he would like to see some- 
thing similar to what the 
School Committee does 
every year in their first 
post-election meetings. 

Mostly what the board 
requested were more fre- 
quent communications or 
updates from these com- 


mittees. Gary DePalma 
said that he’d like earlier 
notification from the com- 
mittees when members 
are stepping down or when 
the town manager is mak- 
ing new nominations. 

Other communications 
dealt with a new one-year 
State House note, the sta- 
tus of implementing Mu- 
nis, an update on the draft 
Municipal Vulnerability 
and Preparedness Plan 
and Hazard Mitigation 
Plan, and the annual 
RMLD art contest win- 
ners. 

The board approved two 
one-year contracts for 2022, 
one for town counsel KP 
Law and the other for spe- 
cial town counsel. They 
unanimously approved 
three requests to use town 
spaces: Library Director 
Tina Stewart to use the 
Swain Green on June 23; 
Michael Barry to use Ro- 
tary Park and gazebo on 
June 6, 13, 20, and 26 for 
outdoor theater perform- 
ances; and Police Chief Joe 
Desmond to use Rotary 
Park on Aug. 3 for National 
Night Out. 

They also agreed to al- 
low the Indian Association 
of Greater Boston to hold 
an event commemorating 
India’s 75th Independence 
Day at Town Hall on ei- 
ther Aug. 12 or 13 at ll 
a.m., weather depending. 

They voted to accept the 
gift of 66.10 acres of land 
for the Conservation Com- 
mission from Wendy Jo 
Lewis O’Neill. Hull report- 
ed the annual taxes that 
the town had been receiv- 
ing on this property were 
less than $500 per year. 


He also said that in 
speaking with Director of 
Planning and Conserva- 
tion Valerie Gingrich, she 
said that there’s no access 
to the property besides the 
rail line. He told the board 
that he wasn’t sure how 
much of the parcel was 
uplands or if there had 
been a record review with 
the DEP: 

As for the matter of 
changing the name of the 
board to the Select Board, 
they discussed the compli- 
cated process of needing a 
Planning Board public 
hearing and Town Meeting 
vote to change the zoning 
by-law, the inhabitant by- 
law, and the town manag- 
er’s charter by special leg- 
islation. 

The motion was made by 
O’Mahony to bring this to 
the inhabitant by-law com- 
mittee and the Planning 
Board for feedback to be 
returned to the town man- 
ager, which the board ap- 
proved. 

They lastly approved the 
appointing of Chairman 
Lilia Maselli as the board 
representative on the Eco- 
nomic Development Com- 
mittee. Bendel stated that 
he was happy to step down 
so that another resident 
may join and share new 
perspective. 

In announcements, they 
referenced the class of 
2021 graduates and the 
dedication of the corner of 
Federal Street and Liberty 
Street in name of Edward 
J. Gillis. The salute to ser- 
vice honored Navy veter- 
an Frank J. Marchesi for 
his service and volun- 
teerism to the town. 


Board, town manager 
begin contract negotiations 
with some dispute

stated for the record. 
Other residents gave 
their feedback in the pub- 


‘lic comment portion. Mike 


Champoux shared his dis- 
appointment that these 
seven letters weren’t read 
verbatim during the open 
meeting, but asked resi- 
dents to go and read them 


online. 


“Certainly someone with 
experience and historical 
knowledge of what’s gone 
on for 30 years is well-suit- 
ed to usher and guide us 


through a series of large 


issues,” he said. 

He also appealed to the 
board to consider the im- 
portance of continuity 
with the current town ma- 
nager at this time. 

Jonathan Eaton spoke 
next in detail about the 
stability of the town heay- 
ily impacting the Massa- 
chusetts School Building 
Authority process for the 
Wildwood School. 

“J certainly think that 
this board shouldn’t be 
making any decisions that 
might risk turning away 
$25 million toward the con- 
struction of a new sehool,” 
he said. 

He cautioned them that 
the decision to consider 
other candidates, and en- 
gage in a six-month long 
town manager search, 
could lead the MSBA to 
ask the town to withdraw 
their statement of interest 
and push back these plans 


by more than two years. 
The final comment came 
from Veterans Director 
Lou Cimaglia, who asked 
if there would still be a 
process of creating a 
board subcommittee for 
the contract negotiation. 
He also said that it was 
disrespectful not to in- 


‘quire through proper 


channels about the pro- 
cess and to declare the 
need for a new town man- 
ager in the open meeting. 

He shared Champoux’s 
disappointment that the 
aforementioned letters 
weren’t read. 

“Tf those letters were bash- 
ing Hull, those would’ve 
been read into the record,” 
he suggested. 

Caira responded first to 
say that either a subcom- 
mittee could be made for 
negotiation and then the 
formal vote be taken up, 
or the formal vote could 
be taken and then the sub- 
committee created. 

O’Mahony stood by her 
earlier motion to not have 
the letters read as written. 

“T don’t think it’s appro- 
priate for the person 
whose job we’re discussing 
to be the one to read 
them,” she said. 

She reminded the public 
that the letters would be 
part of the meeting record 
and available online. 

DePalma also affirmed 
his statement from the 
previous meeting, that he 
wanted the town to be able 
to look at other candidates 


before they decide if Hull 
is the right one. It was le- 
gal counsel, Maselli said, 
who suggested that they 
hold an executive session. 

Caira established that 
his .understanding of the 
purpose of the executive 
session at the end of the 
meeting was to discuss 
preparation for negotiat- 
ing, indicating their pref- 
erence to renew Hull’s 
contract. He clarified that 
the vote on whether to re- 


appoint should be taken up | 


during an open meeting. 

O’Mahony said that she 
had taken the agenda item 
as strategy for what the 
process would be going 
forward, not necessarily 
on the matter of whether 
they wanted to reappoint. 
Town counsel stated that 
they would discuss the 
process going forward and 
the strategy related to 
these negotiations. - 

However, saying more 
would defeat the purpose 
of the executive session. 
They would likely create 
an agenda item for the 
next meeting, scheduled 
for June 14, out of the 
strategy discussed.

that this kind of question 
would bring in a lot of dif- 
ferent answers and create 
more time to generate a 
report. 

Dan Ardito proposed that 
this question be given a 
character limit, so they 
agreed to do just that. 

After that, the committee 
made even deeper cuts. 
Doherty asked if the first 
question about demogra- 
phics had any use, so they 
removed that question al- 
together. 

One overall piece of feed- 
back that Hull gave about 
the survey was that dissat- 
isfaction could be for a 
number of reasons and not 
just lack of space or avail- 
ability. 

DiGiovanni responded to 
say that the results could 
lead them to publicize the 
information about spaces 
and availability to resi- 
dents if there’s dissatisfac- 
tion in things that are al- 
ready offered. 

It was then that Doherty 
thought to change the 
question about selecting 
their Wilmington activities 
to offer a satisfaction level 
to choose from. They ad- 
ded an n/a option for the 
activities that residents 
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Black 
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may not participate in. 
They left the question about 
non-Wilmington activities 
as it was but also decided 
to remove question three. 

The next task for the 
chairman would be to talk 
to Director of Information 
Technology John O’Neil 
about tools for setting up 
the survey and whether it 
could collect information 
for targeting the follow-up. 
They considered using dif- 
ferent town groups to send 
out the survey, like the va- 
rious sports groups. 

Caira suggested using 
the library, the senior cen- 
ter, and the recreation de- 
partment’s online pages. 
Hull also said that they 
could print out copies for 
residents who aren’t tech- 
savvy. 

They’d aim to have the 
survey up by June 7 and to 
send it out to residents by 
the 14th so that it could be 
finished before school gets 
out on June 21. 

After they get the re- 
sults, the Ice Rink Com- 
mittee agreed to recon- 
vene and discuss the re- 
sults before they send a 
second survey based on 
the interests of the resi- 
dents. 
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
